FRAMING — All framing material, such as sills, joists, 
studding, plates, rafters, etc., is No. 1 Douglas Fir, 
thoroughly air dried, and surfaced four sides to stand- 
ard size and accurately cut to fit. Douglas Fir is recognized 
by the highest authorities on lumber as being superior to any 
other lumber for strength and general building qualities. 

CENTER SILL— On all two-story houses and also the 
Columbia, Lafayette, Senator, Mt. Vernon and Living- 
ston "A," the center sill is a 6 x 8 built-up sill. On all other 
one-story houses a 6 x 6 built-up sill is furnished. 

FLOOR JOISTS — 2x8 floor joists spaced 16" on centers 
are furnished with all houses excepting the Betsy Ross, 
Sterling, Providence, and the Sheridan, which have 2x8 
floor joists spaced 24" on centers, and the Chester and Sun- 
beam which have 2x6 floor joists 24" on centers. 

CEILING JOISTS— 2"x4" spaced 16 inches on centers, 
accurately cut to fit. 

STUDDING — 2x4 studding spaced 16 inches on centers 
are furnished for all outside walls and partitions. 

WALL PLATES— A single 2x4 plate is used at the 
bottom and a 
double 2x4 
plate at the top 
of all walls 
and partitions. 
This modern 
construction 
prevents any 
circulation of 
air between the 
studding from 
the cellar to 
the attic, there- 
by giving a 
much warmer 
and more sub- 
stantial home. 

RAFTERS — Rafters for both main and porch roofs are 
2x4 spaced 24" on centers. Ail rafters notched, beveled, 
mitered and cut to exact length ready to set in place. 

ROOF BOARDS — 1 x 4 sound roof boards, spaced 2" 
apart, are furnished when Red Cedar shingles are used. 
Spacing the roof boards in this way permits air to get at the 
shingles underneath, thereby insuring a long lasting roof. 
When slate surfaced roofing or strip shingles are specified, 
the roof boards are furnished 1x6 laid tight. The roof 
boards are all cut to fit, ready to nail in place. 

SIDEWALLS — Vi" x 6" Clear "A" Redwood bevel sid- 
ing is furnished for the entire sidewalls. Redwood is 
sometimes referred to as "The Wood That Lasts Forever." 
It is free from shrinking and swelling and holds paint per- 
fectly, making it ideal for use as siding. Shingled side- 
walls cannot be furnished unless the house is ordered in 
double construction, in which case shingles instead of siding 
will be furnished without extra charge.

DOUBLE CONSTRUCTION — The double con- 
struction specifications are the same as single 
construction except that the following materials 
are added: Sub-flooring is furnished, with building 
paper to be placed between the finish floor and the sub- 
floor. Sidewall sheathing and building paper is fur- 
nished for between the siding and studding. All slid- 
ing windows are furnished 
with weights, cords, pulleys 
and sash locks. The neces- 
sary additional nails are 
supplied for the above ma- 
terial. The sub-flooring and 
sidewall sheathing are fur- 
nished accurately cut to fit 
and marked to conform with 
the working plans. All 
prices quoted cover single 
construction. For prices on 
double construction see page 
thirty-two. 



ROOF SHINGLES— 5/2 

16" Extra Clear Red 
Cedar Shingles are fur- 
nished for both main and 
porch roofs. If preferred, 
you may specify Standard 
high-grade slate surfaced 
roofing (Red or Green) in 
place of Red Cedar Shingles 
at the same price.

SEMI-SLATE SHINGLES — Slate-surf aced Strip 
Shingles (Red or Green), will be furnished instead 
of the Red Cedar Shingles or the Roofing, at the prices 
quoted on page 32.

LATH — All Liberty Homes will be prepared to 
receive lath and plaster. 32" and 48" air dried lath 
are furnished. By having both the 32" and 48" lath 
in proper proportion the lather is enabled to lath with 
a minimum waste of material and labor. 

WALLBOARD— If you prefer that we furnish 
wallboard instead of lath, the lath will be omitted, 
and the required amount of wallboard furnished. The 
amount to be added for this change is given on page 32. 

INTERIOR WOODWORK— All interior trim com- 
plete for windows, door casings, door jambs, stops, 
baseboards, base shoe, stairwork, etc., is all manu- 
factured from clear selected kiln-dried Yellow Pine. 
This interior finish is all carefully machined to a 
smooth satin-like finish, ready for the stain and var- 
nish, and is carefully crated and packed to insure its 
reaching you in perfect condition. 

BACK-BAND TRIM — All interior casings for 
around door and window openings are of the attractive 
two member back-band style. 

FINISH FLOORING^The finish flooring in all 
Liberty Homes is a selected clear grade fir, having 
a 2 1 A" face, evenly matched and well suited for a 
polished floor. Oak flooring will be furnished when 
desired at the extra prices given on page 32. 

PORCH FLOORING— The same high-grade floor- 
ing as furnished for the interior is also furnished 



for porches unless shown in masonry. The porch floor- 
ing is all cut to exact length, ready to fit in place. 

PORCH CEILING— Clear double-beaded fir ceil- 
ing, S^" face, is furnished for ceiling overhead 
of all porches. This material is all carefully ma- 
chined to a smooth finish, ready for paint or varnish. 

You have your choice of 
either paint or varnish for 
the porch ceilings. 

CEILING FOR CORNICE 

— Clear double-beaded fir 
ceiling, 3%" face, is fur- 
nished for all cornices on 
main as well as porch roofs. 
The practice of carrying the 
roof boards out over the 
projections is not desirable 
construction, and should be 
avoided. 

PORCHWORK — Com- 
plete material for porches 
i? furnished except in cases 
where shown in masonry. 
Porch columns are furnish- 
ed assembled. All porch 
newels railing and balus- 
ters are furnished as shown. 

OUTSIDE STEPS— All 

material for outside steps is 
cut accurately to fit, ready 
to nail together The front 
steps on the Columbia, May- 
flower, Rockwood and Sheri- 
dan are five feet wide, and all other front steps four 
feet wide, excepting the Pilgrim which has front steps 
six feet wide. All rear steps are three feet wide. No ma- 
terial for steps is furnished where shown in masonry 

BRACKETS — Porch and cornice brackets are fur- 
nished where shown, cut to fit, bundled and marked 
ready to nail together. 

FLOWER BOXES — Complete material for flower 
boxes with supporting brackets are furnished where 
shown. 

TRELLIS WORK — All material necessary for trel- 
lises is furnished when shown in illustration. 

INSIDE DOORS — All inside doors are standard size 
2' 8" x 6' 8", attractive two-panel design, having beau- 
tiful rotary cut fir panels. 

CLOSET DOORS — Doors are furnished for all closets, 
and are complete "with regular mortise lock set and 
hinges. Size of closet doors 2' 0" x 6' 8"
